LONDON, Sept. 22 — One of 
Britain’s successful young play- 
wrights has scathingly attacked 
the “ridiculous anachronism”’ of 
royalty in a current magazine. 

Writing in the October issue of 
Encounter, John Osborne de- 
scribed the “meaningless sym- 
bol’”’ of monarchy as a bar to the 
socialist education of the masses. 
“A Socialist Party that is not re- 
publican,” he said, “‘is not cred- 
iting its potential followers with 
reason or intelligence.” 

Osborne’s is the second impor- 
tant attack on monarchy within 
three months. Lord Altrincham, 
young conservative peer, criti- 
cized some aspects of Queen 
Elizabeth’s conduct of her role 
and of the court that surrounds 
her. Altrincham is a peer and 
and conservative and his pur- 
pose, he said later, was to con- 
serve the monarchy. 

Osborne, on the contrary, is one 
of Britain’s ‘‘angry young men” 
and a very successful one. He is 
author of the plays ‘‘Look Back 
in Anger” and “The Entertain- 
er,” both critical and commercial 
successes in London. 

Politically he is well to the left. 
One of his chief criticisms of 


for the republican form of gov- 
ernment in the Labor Party in 
30 years, he said. 

Osborne’s article, entitled ‘And 
They Call It Cricket’ appeared 
in the October issue of Encoun- 
ter, monthly magazine intended 
primarily for intellectuals, edited 
by Stephen Spender and Irving 
Kristol. The article is an excerpt 
from a longer essay which will 
appear with the writing of other 
angry young men and women in 
a symposium to be published 
Oct. 14. 

The writer recalled that he has 
called “Royalty religion ‘the 
national swill’ because it is 
poisonous.” His point is that the 
symbol of monarchy is no longer 
truthful and worthwhile: “It is 
dead, it is the gold filling in a 
mouthful of decay.”

‘implicitly ruling-class ideas lie 
\‘restraint,’ ‘good taste,’ ‘healthy 
caution’ and so on,” he concluded.

Disarmament To Go? 


Somebody should ask Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson and President Eisenhower 
just how far they are going in this dis- 
armament business. The newest slash of 
100,000 in armed forces manpower an- 
nounced last week is the second such in 
two months. 

Somebody should ask them, too, what 
is being done in the way of. building re- 
serve forces on a ready basis to provide 
needed manpower in ease of emergency, 

Repeated cutbacks in the armed forces 
have now reduced manpower ceilings of 
the combined Army, Navy and Air Force 
to 2,600,000 men. While professing to de- 
sire to build a professional service of ca- 
reer people, latest cuts are resulting in 


elimination of career men—those with 10, 
15 or more years of service. What in- 
ducement is theré in that to persuade 
capable men to make a career in the 
armed forces? 

Hugh M. Milton II, assistant secretary 
of the Army, said in Atlanta this week 
that the Army is trying to recruit the 
highest ‘caliber of personnel.

Usually transplanted Northern- 
ers become most ardent segrega- 
tionists. Moreover, the South feels 
misunderstood and _  ,.misrepre- 
sented. 

Non-Southerners will be able to 
help improve race. relations bet- 
ter if they grasp these facts. Yet 
the obligation to present the true 
nature and purpose of the South 
remains. The South does not hate 
the Negro; it cannot afford to let 
mobs present the face of hate 
as the face of the South. The 
South possesses the power—legal 
and peaceful resistance—to fight 
for .its views on segregation. . .. 

Southerners may reasonably up- 
hold their view of the law; they 
cannot uphold lawlessness. They 
may agree with the aims of mobs; 
they cannot permit mobs to rule. 

In the North there is even less 
excuse for hatred and violence. 
There are injustices and there are 
frictions caused by large race 
movements. And there is impa- 
tience with the South. But hate 
solves nothing. And resort to law- 
lessness is a detour from the road 
to just. settlements.

BONN—You don’t feel any “different’’ when 
you get to Western Europe. It’s just like home 
—inflation everywhere. At the White House press 


conference I attended in Washington President Fisenhower conceded 
that continuing ipflation—the rising cost of nearly everything—was 
the nation’s ‘‘major internal problem.” 


When my transatlantic §air- 
limer paused at the London Air- 
port before hurrying on to Dus- 
seldorf, the British newspapers 
were worrying about the high in- 
terest rates and the summer-long 
drain on the gold and dollar re- 
serves of the pound sterling. 


And here in Bonn Chancellor 
Acenauer’s affable, tough-mind- 
ed,  free-enterprise economics 
minister, Ludwig Erhard, who 
looks like George Humphrey, is 
trying to keep a booming-zooming 
German economy from rocketing 
off the rails. 

Just as the “major internal 
problem’’ facing the United States 
is inflation, so the major internal 
problem of the whole NATO al- 
liance is inflation. 

It is even a wider problem than 
this. It extends to the whole free 


world: interest rates on tight 
money are rising everywhere. 
The reason is no cause for dis- 


may; it is only the unchecked 
consequences which are cause of 
grave anxiety. The reason is that 
huge borrowing demands, gen- 
erated by a_ worldwide invest- 
ment boom, have outstripped the 
supply of savings in country after 
country. 

This tremendous investment 
boom is taking place throughout 
the great industrialized nations, 
like the United States, Britain, 
Germany and France, which are 
modernizing and improving their 
productive facilities. It is also 
taking place in the once dormant, 
now aroused, but underdeveloped

The boy shot his father first in 
the back at a distance of six to 
10 feet, police said. 


RELATES SCREAMING 


“He turned around screaming, 
and I shot him again—this time in 
the stomach. He took off running 
toward the house. He ran to the 
edge of the cornfield, and I shot 
him again — three more times. 
He was still on his feet. I know 
| hit him, because he screamed 
again. 


I took off running across the corn- 
field to get more shells. When I 


came back with the gun loaded, 


he was standing up. I fired again. 


He fell down, and he said, ‘Why? 
Why?’ Then I shot him in the top 
of the head.” 

Jerry told police he then went 
back to the house and asked his 


sisters if they wanted some soda 
pop. They told him they did, and 
he said he and his father would 
go get some. Then he got in the 
car and drove away. 

The boy said he had never 
driven a car before and had run 
every red light between his home 
and Paris. 

“I never made good grades in 
school, because he wouldn’t buy 
my notebooks,” said Jerry, a

the young wife becomes discon- 
tented and miserable, and di- 
vorce follows. 

DIVORCE JUSTIFIED 

Thus a procession of divorces 
can always be justified on the 
plea that without “love” a mar- 
riage is null and void. 

There is no general pattern of 
courtship in the United States. | 
Young people living in the lower- | 
income groups often find it very 
difficult to arrange matters so 
that, when they fall in love, they | 
can meet the partners of their 
choice in reasonable privacy and 
comfort. Some, who cannot af-, 
ford to join clubs or visit dance- 
halls, do not always find it easy 
to meet sufficient number of the 
opposite sex to make a choice of 
a future. mate. 

The difficulties of American 
courtship, however, are not only 
economic or such as could be 
greatly relieved by suitable in- 
troductions or places of meeting. 
The main obstacle to female suc 
cess and adjustment in courtship 
is psychological. 

Since, in the United States, 
woman has gained what she be- 
lieves is almost complete equal- 
ity with man, the usual female 
role in courtship has to be modi- 
fied in response to these claims. 


In other societies man is usually | 


(though not always) the one who 
woos: woman is pursued and 
won; she is not the pursuer. 
SOURCE OF ENJOYMENT 

This pattern of being pursued 
and being able to yield to a man 
equally desired is a source of the 
keenest enjoyment to a woman, 
since, when finally overcome, she 
is able to enjoy the exquisite pas- 
sivity which is her role. More- 
over, the man is at a disadvan- 
tage, when pursued, and he is 
apt to take fright and run away. | 

It is true that in the United 
States the courting woman, or 
the woman who desires to be 
courted, attempts to make use of 
all those subtle tricks known to| 
the feminine world everywhere, | 
and her experiences of dating 
and petting have made her ac- 
quainted with what the male 
wants and how he responds to at- 
tractive suggestions. 

But what makes courtship

One result of the growing 
awareness among women of what 
they considered to be further 
steps in sexual freedom was an 
increasing discussidn of what is 
called the “‘double standard.” 


CHANGES AFTER MARRIAGE 

Whatever may have been said 
by the supporters and opposers of 
the double standard, there was 
little doubt what the facts were. 
The increasing interest.of women 
in the question was not so much 
that they demanded a single! 
standard for men, but a double | 
standard for both sexes. 

It is interesting to observe how | 
the,dmerican female before mar- 
riage has to play the part of the 
romantic doll, and how after 
marriage, when dreams of youth 
have been shattered and Prince 
Charming is seen without the | 
halo, she adopts the role of the!

The love-life of many an Amer- 
ican woman is imperfect, and the 
failure is directly due to the re- 
sults of American teaching and 
ideology regarding both men and 
women. 
BEING CHEATED 

The search for satisfaction is 
not the same in the two sexes. 
although the basic features are 
shared by both. The technique of 
love-making is so little under- 
stood in the United States that 
many women have no knowledge 
of the pleasures which could be 
theirs.

KEEP WELL 
Drugs Often 
Fail T o End 
Nasal Ills 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Nasal congestion is a common 
complaint. Allergies and infec- 
tions are the most likely causes 
but the problem is not this simple. 

The nose is a highly sensitive 
organ and numerous outside fac- 
tors interfere with its function. 
The city dweller, for example, in- 
hales a variety of irritating dusts, 
gases and fumes. 

The proboscis is affected also 
by the emotions. Everyone has 
had the experience of an itching 
nose while sitting in the den- 
tist’s chair or waiting for an in- 
terview for an important job or 
assignment. 

Lack of rest, especially in chil- 

dren, often leads to stuffed nos- 
trils simulating a cold.. Recovery 
follows going to bed early for sev- 
eral nights in a row. 
The membranes of the nasal 
passageways are much more deli- 
cate than those of the mouth, 
throat and lungs. The cells in the 
upper part of the nose contain the 
highly sensitive nerve endings. of 
smell. The inner lining is covered 
with fine hairs that propel mucus 
and other foreign particles toward 
the back of the nose. 

Repeated studies of animals 
and humans have shown that 
strong medicines destroy these 
cells, decrease the sense of 
smell, and leave the membranes 
boggy. As a result, the ability 
to combat infections is reduced. 

Nosedrops containing vasocon- 

strictor drugs relieve congestion 
temporarily. The feeling is won- 
derful while it lasts, but after an 
hour or so, congestion returns and 
it is likely to be more severe than 
previously. 

Drops then are used again for 
relief. There is no harm provided 
they are not continued for days or 
weeks, as they interfere with the 
circulation to the membranes, and

Nunnally Johnson, the Georgia newspaperman who went to 
Hollywood and made a great success as a writer-director-producer, 
dropped by Atlanta last week on his way back to Hollywood after 
the “Three Faces of Eve’ premiere in Augusta. 

Some local representatives of press, radio and television were 
invited to a luncheon at the Variety Club to meet him, Alistair 
Cook who narrates the picture, and Dr. Corbett Thigpen, one of 
the aythors of the book. Ernest Rogers, a neighboring columnist, 
nearly stole the show from the guests of honor with the astonishing 
feat of introducing about 50 people, giving their names and some 
identifying information, without a bobble. But he made a tactical 
error when he presented the guest of honor as a ‘“‘shy’’ man. 


Lanky, sardonic Nunnally Johnson got to his feet slowly, sized 
up the audience, rested his eyes on Ernie reflectively and drawled: 

“If you don’t make a long speech, you're always called ‘shy’ 
by long-winded people.” 


Mr. Johnson, who gained quite a reputation as a humorist be- 
fore he scaled the directing-producing heights in Hollywood, seems 
able to handle his friends and colleagues with a fine combination 
of sour affection and scorn without alienating, as far as 1 can 
make out, a single one. 

He described Alistair Cook as ‘‘a male Kim Novak” who fussed 
over his make-up and lights and was generally temperamental, 
believing that in himself “James Dean still lives.’"” He complained 
that star Lee Cobb “‘is no comedian but God knows he tried.”’ But 
he came perilously close to praising Joanne Woodward, the Georgia 
girl who plays Eve. 

“All I had to say was ‘Action!’ and stand back,” he said. 
“She did the rest.” 


Of course, in the British-born television star, Mr. Cook, Nun- 
nally Johnson has a formidable opponent in any battle of wits.

A man’s is a 
dash of ego.” 

Mrs. Sobol, who shuns ‘“‘tea- 
time bridge” and plays in 
matches all over the world, pre- 
fers men as partners.
